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In the amended claims, however, the thermoplastic resin is limited to a xylylene group- 
containing polyamide resin having an amino end group concentration of not smaller than 
40 eq/10 6 g. Rotter et al does not at all describe an amino end group concentration of the 
xylylene group-containing polyamide resin, nor suggest what the amino end group concentration 
should be. Moreover, like Akkapeddi et al, Rotter et al also does not recognize criticality in the 
claimed group concentration as required by amended claim 1. 

For the above reasons, it is respectfully submitted that the present claims are neither 
anticipated nor obvious over Rotter et al, and withdrawal of the foregoing rejections is 

respectfully requested. 

Withdrawal of all rejections and allowance of claims 1, 2, 5-7 is earnestly solicited.
